Almost Achieving the Impomible! 

T say that deliberately. In my mind, there 
‘was cine great problem about broadeasting when 
T left England, I argued aboot it something 
like this. The man who reads the Daily Herald 
‘won't thank you for the Morning Post, ‘The 
serious fall who go to a theatre to sce Shake- 
speare or a problem play don't really care about 
Stop Flirting ‘The people who can dance 
All night for weeks on end to  Bananay” and 
the like don't seally care for classical music. 
‘The man who reads his evening paper in tbe 
teain home every evening won't want a News 
Bulletin. ‘The public that wants seriously to 
dhear about the Stellar Nebulw and the chances 
cof splitting electrons ian't really interested in 
Pip, Squeak, and Wilfred. In a word, the 
B.B.C, propoees to entertain the British’ Isles 
for s nightly andience, and neither Religion 
nor Drama nor Literature nor Art nor Science 
nor anyone else has ever done that yet. 

‘Before, then, I criticize their programmes, I 
take off my hat right now (as T'm trying to learn 
to say naturally) to the BRC, and say that 
they've done it. » Wireless must be doing mare to 
sive usa good standard of general knowledge and 
sympathy than anything else in the Three 
Kingdoms, It is making silly people serious

The 
thing usually amounts to platitudes pronounced 
by ghests who are really only put up for conven 
‘tion's sake and to aay thank you for having been 
invited, If you haven't been invited, all that 
in little dull, No, the successful wireless big 
stunt is a npocialized thing, such as the B.B. 
round the Empire programme on Empire Day 
recently.

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The Beginnings of Opera. 


Greek Dialogue Supported by Chords of Music. 


R, FREDERICK AUSTIN, Artistic Direc 

tor to the British National Oper 
Company, speaking recently at a reception at 
Downing Street, given in order to bring to the 
public notice the merits of opera in English, 
said that “ opera wan atill largely the privilege 
of the rich.” In aseerting this, he overlooked

Following the Renaissance. 


For a long time before the perfor 
opera became a social function which the 
‘wealth of a few helped largely to maintain, it 
‘was almost exclusively the interest of musical 
fand artistic intellects, The beginnings of 
Opera following the Renaissance of music in 
the Middle Ages were dic, as Mr. Perey A. 
Scholes has pointed out in his “Scoond Book 
of the Grest Musicians” (Oxford University 
Press, 4s, 6d, net), to tho efforts of loaned 


‘One little group used to gather at tho 
palace of a Count Bardi at the end of the six- 
teenth century:(a century and a half after 
‘tho Renaissance hed bogun). They discussed 
the Greek plays and Greek masic, and wondered 
if these could be revived, and nt last one of 
them, Vinconzo Galilei (father of Galileo Galilei, 
the great astronomer), wrote s piece modelled 
‘on what, from his reading of the Greok Claasics, 
the imagined to be the Greek atyle. Tho idon 
was instead of the elaborate madrigal style . . « 
which was at its height jast then, to have a 
ingle voice declaiming rather then singing 
‘and to support it with a few chords on lutes 
fr similar instroments, 


From Grock Mythol 
* Other composers took up this idea, and by: 
fand by real operas were composed chielly 
treated in this way’ (dialogue supported 
by chords), but with bite of simple eborts (ala 
Iargely in plain chords), and with an orchestra 
of any instruments that wore to be had, used 
Both to accompany the voices and alvo to play 
Tittle bite of musio in between the voeal parts... 
Generally the operas of this time were oo 
‘bjecte taken from Greck mythology, for 
nstance, the story of Orpbeur and how he 
‘went down to the placo of death to bring back 
his Eurydice waa aed, s0 altogether tho early 
‘operas wero very much iniluenoed by the study 
of Greek thought and the invention of opera 
may fairly be considered one of the results of 
the Renaissance.” 


Human Stories in Opoca, 


In certain continental countries opera did 
overflow from the preserves of the intelligentsia 
Into the lives of the people until it has formed 
the basis of much popular music. British opora, 
for opera sung in English, cannot yet make 
that claim, although the efforts of tise British 
National Opera Company and the broadcasting 
of their performances is steadily making pro- 
feat in that direction, Opera ix becoming lesa 
fand less “the privilege of the rich,” and with 
‘opportunity and means of getting proplo to 
tunderstand- it, appreciation and  enthusiasmt 
‘will follow. 

‘Ono of the great aids to a wider appreciation 
cof Opera would be the knowldgo of the great 
story almost each opera tells in music and song 
stories of human passions and problems apy 
ing to the dramatic and to the romantic reposi 
somewhere in each one of us, A book which 


serves this purpose and should be on 
shelf of every listenor is “Stories of Famous 
Operas," by Mrs. Stanley Wrench (Pearson, 
4, Gd net). This Look sets out to tell of the 
‘chief characters and what happens to them of 
the Uest-known operas, and it's guide, which, 
daring all opera seasons, ehould be at band.

HE. Bible tells sx that Abraham was born 
at Ur uf the Chaldees. That was four 
thousand years ago, and Ur was then a great 
ity whose king wae lord of all Mraupotamin ; for 
two thousand ‘yours it ns heen deserted, 
and to-day a tangle of sandy mounds littered 
‘with hrokew bricks is all that reniaine of the 
crowded town, and all around it stretches 
fint, cheerless desert where once were palm: 
groves and gardens and cultivated fields Iyin 
along the banks of canals that spread. th 
waters of tho Ek ‘over the land, 

Tu these mounds the expedition sent ont by 
the Britch Museum and the Museum of the 
University of Pennsylvania is digging out the 
rating and the records of that forgotten past 

Centuries Bafore Christ. 

As the hondreds af Arab workmen carry off 
in their haakeis the sand and rubbish, thes 
coma to light the brick walls and tiled pavements 
ff the old built ny of these were Temples 
ful public buildings pot up by the kings, and 
very now anid then, on the bricks forming the 
wall, there are stamped the names of tho 
ihonarchs yeho ordered the vtork to be a 
anid 60 wo can trace the history and the 

wo of these constructions 

‘This temple, with ifs wide courts where the 
worshippers came together for sacrifice, wan 
ereoted by the great Nebuchadnemmnr; the 
‘whitewash’ on this wall was pnt on seven 
hundred and fitty years heforo Christ, when Ue 
waa a subject city of the Assyrian Kinpire and 
Wax ruled by an Asyrian governor for the 
Great King; this huge tower, built up in stages 
with stairways lealing to the top, was al 
two hundred. years old when Abraham walked 
hneheath its shadow and looked up at the shrine 
UF the Moon God that crowned ite highest stay 

Abralinen lived about 3000 1,c., towards the 
lowe of the most glorious period in the history 
of Ur, during which a dynasty of strong kings 
‘had made their city mintrom of the whole 
Euphrates valley, but even then the town war 
very tld, It was founded in the dawn of 
civiliaation, when men lived in huts’ «f mud 
tunel wattle and hail no better tools than chipped 
flints and moulded clay hard-baked in’ the fire 

‘When We Were Savages. 

Later they learnt tho use of copper, how to 
tatamer it up from the flat and how to cast it in 
moulds, and they became more cultured and 
powerful, and their city buildings grew larger 
fand more splendid with the progress of art, 
Last winter we found the ruins of a temple whose 
magnificence would astonish us even. to-day, 
‘though the king who built it, one A-an-ni-pad-da, 
lived nearly six thousand years ago ; its eelling, 
sand the alt iat supported it, were overs 
Iaid-with burnished copper, heautiful Triezes of 
‘metal snd af mosaie adorsed its walls, and 
mostio columns flunked its doors 
very gem of anciont architecture put up at a 
time ‘when the people of our western world 
‘were savages af the cave and the farest, and 
the civilization of Pgypt was but in its infancy.

Lond 
Kelvin himself cannot be said to have porsved 
the matter much farther; but, noverthelos, 
‘redit is due to him for thus leading the way and 
putting others on the track, for later researu 
showed that when the otvillations are rapid, 
energy can be radiated into space; abil then 
came the discovery of a means of * recciving. 


A Family of Distinction. 
idence of Lord Kelvin's remarkable attain. 
was manifest at an early aye. The son 
a Trishman of Scottish descent, William 


1824, migrated with his family to 
vehen he was eight years old. Tn the Scottish 
city the Thomsons were all destined to achieve 
distinetion, and in later years Lord Kelvin 
ccotild lay claim to the fact tut three members 
of his family were Professors at Glasgow Uni 
versity—his father, iis eller brother and 
himself. When he was ten, Lord Kelvin iaa- 
treulated at the University; thet he posed 
through Cambridge like & meteor, and even in 
these adolescent years he was making notable 
ontributians to acientiBe progres. 

‘From the purely practical point of view, Lord 
Ketvin's most romarkable work wasn connection 
‘with electricity, and on all sides we we reminslers 
OF his discos the lighting af home 
factories and streets: in the running of electric 
teama; in powee houes, ete, Peehaps tho 
‘most monumental reminder wa have of him is 
the Atlantic telegraph eable. He it was who 
shawea the way to make the eablea fait sorow pli, 
fand he was sent in a British warship to supervise 
the laying of the first undersea link, excepting 
Jerre firma, betwesn this countey anid America, 
and for this he received a knighthood, 


His Aid to Those at Sea. 
0 far as electro lighting is coneemne, not 
only did he work to overcome many of tho 
cs against it, but he also per 


I he it waa who first showed how 
clectricity could be transmitted many hundreds 
of miles, Lord Kelvin waa the first President 
of tho Institution of Electrical Engineers, while 
ho also became Prosident of both the British 
Association anid the Rayal Society. 

To enumerate all” his achievements would 
require a volume as well as the skill ofa scienti 
but we must mention one or to of his dis. 
caveries in everyday use. One was hie depth 
sounding device, hy means of which the depths 
ould be obtained, no matter at what speed 
‘vessel was traveling; he alse perfected a ship's 
compass, and invented a tide-predicting instru 
‘ment—indeed, those at sea owe much to his 
Iabours.

‘With Radio to the Aretic. 


A Talk from London, by George Binney, the Explorer. 


T would be tempting Providence to state wha 

the Oxford Expedition i going todo this 
year. Anyone with experience of ire eonulitions 
in the Arctic knows tat the sooes or failure 
‘of an expedition depends to a very ge extent, 
‘on the foval conditions of the i, and there is 10 
more ineeutable or fickle deity than the one 
who presides aver the movements of the ie. 

One evening you may go to bed with an ice 
oe in view of the horizon : the next mornin 
you may wake wp to find your ship cove eet with 
ioe. Our objective—whether we attain it or 
not i another matter—is t6 explore and to 
survey the Island of North Fastland. It Bes 
NE. of the main Spitzbergen Archipelago, Te 
is 600 nautical miler from tho North Pole, anv 
it 4, approximately, 000 square miles in 
extent. ‘Thiee expeditions have attempted to 
explore this island, but, owing to the vaguries 
ff joe and weather ‘conditions, practioally 
nothing fe known of the interior and very little 
is known of the coastline 


Some Former Atismpts. 

"The last expedition to attempt exploration 
of the interior was the ill fated German Exped 
tion of 1912. Last year we found » tent bag— 

rio of that sledying party which has 
‘ever been found 

‘The most muccessful attempt to explore the 
interior was made fifty yeart ago by Nordens 
Riold, the Swede. He took » party of seamen 
from the North Coast to the West Coast. But, as 
practically the whole of his journey was earried 
‘out in thick ait, he was unable to make scien 
tific usb of his traverse, 

For the last teu yearw ther 
prising improvement in. the general weather 
Conditions in this region, and we hope this year 
to have a fair chance to accomplish this work. 
We have chartered two ships—a 300-ton wooden 
whaler, the Polar Bjort, and a small 40ton 
sealing loop. We have had constructed a 
Special Avro seaplane for werial survey work in 
the Arctic.

Aarial Photography. 

We ate also using our Avro seaplane far recon: 
naiscance and survey work. If all goos well 
tho seaplane will make an aerial photographic 
map of North Eastland, for which the sledging 
parties will fix the positions, North Bastlaad 
fe roughly, ninety rales across. It would take a 
‘edging party at least a week, and probably a 
fortnight, to ross it—as, of ‘ourse, ice com 
ditions are difficult, and there aro many erevaases 
to be negatiated—no easy matter with a heavy- 
laden sledge. 

Tis astonishing to think that the seaplane can 
cross the same atea in about ona hour. Mist 
‘and fog are cur worst enemies ; but given two 
lear days, we should be able, working with the 
eaplane, to bring, back sufickent data to form 
the basis of s map, 


The seaplane is equipped with wis 
sledge, and five wea? rations for three men, 
This, of course, is against emergency 

‘Last year we equipped ont sledging party with 
fa wireless receiving-set, 20 that we conld send 
‘messages to them from the ship. ‘This year we 
have farther developed this experiment. Bach 

do is equipped with a small portable trune 
‘iting set, tho power for which is supplied. by 
hand generators. ‘Thus, we will know daily the 
movements of one sledging party. Every unit

The 
skins are put inta a drum containing a solution 
of chromium salty ‘The men who send the 
tking on their way from one drum to another 
have to take great care not to get any of the 
‘idl on their hands, az it would cause a wound, 
So they all wear gloves, 


“ Gurrying.’ 
When the leather dries after tanning, it is 
stiff and rough, and ofl hax to be rubbed in till 
it becomes soft again. ‘The proper name foe this 
Throcess is currging.” ‘The leather can then be 
flyer, ane great care bax to he taken to prod 
1 uniform result. Skins that have been through 
tho stime colour bath will eften be of quite 
different shades and sometimes portions of a 
‘ingle *kin will come out streaked or spotted. 

"The Weather that most boots and shoes are 
mado of is "bax-calf" which is calf-skin that 
hhas heen stamped with a pattem of iregular 
Tine itp in ealC-eather which ia finished 
hy wrinding the face on an emery wheel. Patent 
Teather can be made from any soft skin, Te 
is covered with many coats of black varnish 
‘and finished off with a heary cont of enamel, 
‘which has to be haked on, 

Even the “waste” parts of the hides and 
shine are tumed to some we nowadays The 
Iie ie made up into cheap blankets and cloth, 
and the clippings and trimmings of leather are 
feround into-n pulp, whieh, when it has hardened, 
ean be used for show heels snd inner soles; 
nothing is wasted—perhsps because there is not 
‘always enough sking to meet the demand for 
Teather, and the manufacturers have. learnt 
the wisdom of the old proverb: * Waste not ; 
‘want not.
